Jackson Minor, a witness of lawful age being first duly sworn 
deposes as follows: 

Q.1.-~- State your age, place of residence and your oceunation? 
and whether or not you are acquainted with the parties to this suit? 

A.-~I am 2€ years old, reside near Towell's Ford, in Lee County, Va. 
my ofcupation is farming, and I am acquainted with the varties to this 
suit. 

G.2.-- Please state when and where thev lived when the separated and 
why they separated, if you know, 

A.-- They lived on H. Cc. Anderson's piace when they separated, I do 
know why they secarated, except that she told me that she didn't like 
carr, the plaintiff,and did not intend to live with him, It was my 
understanding that they separated because she was too thick with said 
Anderson, though I do not know that she was too intimate with him, 

C.2.-- State whether or not you ever saw H,c,Anderson at her house 
when she was at home and wnen Carr was gone? 

A.-- I have seen him there three or four times when there was no body 


else there but Anderson and the defendant. Thet was a little over six 


months ago. 





Q.4.-- Have you seen them associating together at anv time since the 
sevaration, and i8 so tell when and all about it. 

A,-~ Along last March, as well as I ‘remember, the last of that month. 
I saw her go to Tom Bowen's house one day, and some five or ten minutes 
after she went in there Anderson went out to the house from the store 
where he was when she came, and after staving there a very few minutes 
he and ner came out went out though the barn lot and went out of my 
Sight for a short time and then I saw them in the road bevond the barn 
lot, and suvrose they came out of the barn lot into the road, they 
went on out the road a little way and stood there and talk@dat an hour 
or more, They started off together, and stopped and were talking 
again and I went in the shop and never saw them any more. I have seen 
Anderson and the defendant here together in Jonesville to-day, and he 
nas a button picture of the defendant wearing on his susvenders, I 
heard them talking together a little while ago and heard nim offer her 
his horse to ride home, andi this conversation was carried on in and 
undetone, in an attempt avvarentliy to prevent others from hearing 
wnat he was saying. The piaintiff has lived in my neighborhood in this 
county for tiore than a year before the institution of this suit, and 
he and the defendant last lived together as man and wife in this County.

A,-~ He is a married man, having a wife and several children.
